VOLUNTEER EXAMINERS 
ARE "VOLUNTEERS" 


On 13 Feb 88, another VEC session 
was successfully held in the Colorado Springs 
area, Success does not imply that everyone 
passes, but that all those that showed up desir 
ing to take an examination wete accommodated 
and no pre-registration was required, That 
particular is worthy of note in thal it was 
ane of the largest session held with 24 people 
taking exams and an overall success rate of 
76% was achieved 


Unlike other VE's outside Colorado 
Springs, the local VE’s do not require pre 
tegistration or a limit to the number of walk. 
ins Gf walk-ins are permittedY It is comforting 
(o know that you can attend at any time with 
no fear of not having pre-registered and making 
sure that you contact the right people. This 
position was adopted to allow flexibility in a 
person's schedule, 


Certainly the number of people who 
showed was unexpected based on previous 
session's attendance. What was particularly an 
noying were the critical comments on the way 
in which the exams were conducted. It was 
my understanding that most complaints arose 
[rom the perception that the VE"s were not 
faster than they were (ie correcting exams) and 
they did not like the equipment used for the 
CW. exams, 


1 want to point out that those people 
who administer and correct the exams are 
volunteers and receive no money for their 
time, The fee ($4.55) collected at registration 
covers administrative costs only (reproduction, 
stamps, envelopes, etc) 


Registration is slow, bul it is a 
process that must be thoroughly completed 
‘An incorrect Form 610 that is received at 
the FCC (without having received VE scrutiny) 
will only result in an additional 46 weeks 
before you get your new or upgraded licence! 
Let me say that you have an option » pay 
now or pay later! 


We ate not given a sum of money 
for equipment. What we have Is donated by 
a single person ot it is borrowed trom club 
resources, We try our best based on test 
location to give you the best operating con: 
ditions, We are flexible based on numbers 
taking the exam 


Based on my conversations with 
people who have taken their exams when the 
FCC was administering. ours is a much bet 
ter system, No traveling to a larger center 
or taking an exam with a large number of 
people, 


What am I ashing tor? TOLERANCE 
& UNDERSTANDING! The system is by no 
means perfect, yet I believe we are the most 
flexible group around ( and learning) We 
can always use volunteers, 30 why not 
upgrade to Advanced or Extra so that you too 
can become a VE! The more the merrier ( 
and maybe faster). 


/QSL CARDS CAN BE DIFFERENT 


Since my personalized 
QSL card joined others on 
display at the local ham 
store, I've had several in- 
quiries about how it was 
made and from whom I pur- 
chased the cards, 


It's obvious that T did 
not use a rubber stamp to 
add my call and address to 
a postcard. Trying to use 
rubber stamp ink on picture 
postcards with neatness is 
difficult, if not impossi- 
ble. Instead, I obtained 
decals that are 
“print shop" quality. The 
printed rolls of call and 
address are on transparent 
plastic backing and do not 
"blank out" the scene on 
the card. 


> Postcards can be bought 
most anywhere; you can 
choose scenic cards show 
‘ing your local attractions 
or, as I have, those that 
show locomotives and trains 
(often those that I worked 
on during my years as a 
railroader) available from 
a specialty card supplier. 


You can also purchase 
pads of “QSL information" 
forms with adhesive backs 
or, if you prefer, a rubber 
stamp to use on the reverse 
of postcards. I sometimes 
simply type or write the 
info required along with 
accompanying remarks, 


Perhaps you may know of 
a shop locally that can do 
this? I have ordered mine 
for years from "My Type 
Shop" whose ad currently 
pears in QST (March - 
page 136).

NEW 10 METER RIGS COMING! 
IT'S GOOD NEWS - OR IS IT? 


It's been confirmed now, 
according to "W5YI Report", 
that Uniden (Bearcat scan~ 
ners, radar detectors and 
CB radios, etc.) will begin 
about May to market a new 
10 meter amateur band rig. 


Apparently Uniden feels 
that the rig will sell to 
amateurs as a result of the 
change of regulations per- 
mitting novices (and techs) 
to operate voice in a part 
of the 10 meter band. 


Uniden states that the 
rig will be promoted for 
sale in the licensed ham 
radio market. It will 
cover from 28,000 to 29,899 
Miz in 4 band segments, and 
run 25 watts on SSB, 10 on 
AM/FM. Suggested price is 
contemplated in the $400 
bracket. 


Now comes the potentially 
"bad" part: since "truck 
stops" frequently market 
Uniden radios, radar detec— 
tors and scanners, it's 
possible that the new 10 
meter transceivers will be 
for sale where truckers 
congregate. It is unlikely 
that factory distributors 
will restrict their sales 
only to ham dealers, so the 
possibility of purchase by 
non-hams for unauthorized 
use may become a matter of 
concern to amateurs and FCC 
alike... 


Further news: by year 
end, Radio Shack is rumored 
to be selling a 10 meter 
transceiver, but won't 
comment on new products un- 
til available. 


RAILROAD RADIO —~ NO, NOT 
AGAIN? READ ON: 


Many of you will recall 
that I filled you up (and 
perhaps "overfilled” some 
of you) with “smart pills" 
about railroad radio and 
communications, from early 
days through the present. 


In that article, mention 
vas made of testing of a 
radically new "Advanced 
Train Control System" that 
would revolutionize the 
operation of trains, pas- 
senger and freight, by use 
of radio and computers. 


What was once a dream is 
about to become a reality - 
FCC has authorized the AAR 
(Association of American 
Railroads) to use frequen— 
cies in the 900 Miiz region 
to operate the new ATC 
System. The AAR has filed 
to license over 2000 base 
and 30,000 mobiles! More 
base stations added later 
brings the total to 3K! 


The train crew will use 
a plastic card to initiate 
control after which the 
computer on the locomotive 
will display routes, acti- 
vate switches and issue 
instructions, taking over 
control if a command is not 
obeyed by crewmen. Master 
control will be by main 
computers at control cen 
ters. Location of the 
train will be known at all 
times, and speed can be 
regulated for greatest time 
and fuel efficiency, While 
primarily for digital use, 
voice capability will be 
included in the system,

I know there will always be some. who. 
because of there catapiller attitudes, will op 
pose change or improvement. This is a free 
country, the FCC license issued each 
Amateur does not give that individual 
the right 10 declare any discreet fre 
quency there very own, fo be run their 
way. ft does say an Amateur can ls 
ten to any frequency within the Amateur 
spectrum and if that Amateur has the proper 
license they may use an auxiliary link 
to monitor that frequency on UHF. 


The frequencies used by simplexers are 
not private channels, If that is what you 
desire, then go to commercial digital 
voice secure operations on Class E citizen 
band. If there is no harmful interference, 
precluding your transmission, there is no 
validity for complaint. 1 can see where 
there may be some jealousy, even anger. 
but I feel that if some reflection where 
made on the part _at_those attempt 
ing to be, shall we say “KC cops", They 
would understand, That just as you may 


not like repeaters, there ate those who 
enjoy the simplex too. By using a little in 
telligence, they have simply provided a way, 
to extend those frequencies, to longer 
range, a5 a public service. If you desire 
1o reject that thought, that is your right. 
But, you do not have the tight to 
deny anyone else their rights 


Now if it comes down to a vote, 1 
would say, In my opinion; there are 
more pros than cons about the use of 
an auxiliary link for tak back of 
simplex frequencies . 1 shall not argue the 
point, 1 shall not belittle my self in a 
petty bantering of words on the _—_ ait 
There is however a proper way settle all of 
this, | would invite you to air your views 
in this paper. Public opinion is certainly 
well worth reading when, points of 
view, are well presented. In this case 
however, Such things as auxiliary links 
have been around, for a long time 


The power of the public is well known 
You can if you wish, petition the FCC, to 
abolish Auxiliary links, or say have the 
ruling modified to read no linking of simplex 
frequencies to UHF. There are no 
doubt countless ways to change what you 
are not personally pleased with. 


In my opinion however, I do not believe 
. you would be well received by others, 
in the Amateur tanks, Do not give up on 
what you feel to be a wrong. You may not 
be in the minority, after all. In closing I 
would like let all of you know, That you 
do not agree with me, will not alter my 
caring about Amateur radio. 1 do not 
always agree = with = you either, but 
this is America and she is the land of the 
free. I spent 22 years in the Military 
supporting that concept and the right to 
freedom of speech. 1 also believe That 
supports your rights too

THE NEW 
MACHINE*** 


For the better pat! of a year the NSCAM 
tepeater ran on an interim basis using 
Motorola Matrac receiver and a Mocom 70, 
for a transmitter This system was installed 
so that the old machine which was sold 
inte commercial service, could be replaced 
by a new Micor series repeater. The long 
delay for change, came about due to, the 
components in the new Micor, They had to 
be changed, to bring the machine into 
Amateur frequency spectrum, KDASO did 
the PA KCPTI did the exciter and receiver 
WAGIFI did the logic interface, Though 
Paul's garage got cold at nights during the 
winter, the job was finished in Late January 
and the machine went up on the Mountain. 


‘The old box (xmtr on top, controler, 
and receiver to the right duplexer, 
with interim KDASO 450 repeater on top) 


Even though a lot af thought and work 
went into the machine, you guessed it, a 
failure occured In the logic interface and a 
field modification had 10 be made. It worked 
out well and very soon the machine was 
transmitting like nothing ever heard before. 
The solid state PA is rated at 200 watts, 
and had to be tumed back a Dit, so as to 
keep the effective radiated power within 
FCC specs, A field june on the duplexer, 
corrected a few more errors and this resulted 
in an improvement in the receiver pertor 
mance Essentially the performance figures of 
the radio, are on a magnitude of exception 
al, in comparison to the past.

machine have been lowered, ta the lowest 
tees, tor not only radio communications, but

ANTENNA 
SYSTEMS BY KD#SO 


Here is yet another 160 meter antenna for 
your grab bag. I write this to possibly give 
some one an alternative to the monster ver 
ticle or sloper. It will primarily serve those 
who have a need for a good high angle 
radiator and have a little room tor length, 
but height is a problem. 1 want to address 
this system from laymans terms and will 
leave out all the mumbo jumbo about trans 
mission line antennas. While there are some 
lengths envolved, there will be no formulas 
Suffice 10 say the darn thing works. There 
fare also two ways to run it.one being direct 
coax feed and or the tuner (correct all) 
method. 


First 1 will lay out the system/s) and you 
can choose the one you like best, After we 
look at the system T will tell you how to 
tune it, It you desire to run without the 
tuner 


System A is the straight method. 
System B is the curved wire method.. when 
you just can’t get that straight away run, 


These systems can be loaded with a ran 
dom length at coax cable If you do not 
have an amplifier, then RG 58 will do. Yes 
the cheapoo Radio Shack stuff. If you are 
going to poor the coal to it then, you'll need 
RG 8 RG 58 will do tine up to about 600 
watts rms. 


Now for the tune up. First of all the an 
tenna needs to be intalled, at it’s operating 
height, To tune you should start with the 
open end first, This means you should have 
an operational frequency in mind to begin 
with. ie: 1850 Khz Prune the antenna till 
you approach about a 3:1 match. At this time 
you will have to work on both the open end 
and the shorted end together. till you get to 
15:1 at least [t_may be possible to arrive a 
a maich some what less than that But, if 
you get near 15:1 and it begins to rise again 
you may have to put some of the wire back 
on. So trim carefully, As to the ground rod 
for the shorted end.. Use a good 10 footer 
at least. If you can't do that then two six 
footers spaced about 18 inches apart. electri 
cally tied together will do. 


A little bit about the variation in “SWR" 
The levels you obtain have alot to do with 


the image of your antenna. This i directly 
proportional to the soil consistancy and mois 
ture content in the soil. To ensure a stable 
image antenna, { would recommend a good 
counterpoise eminating trom the ground rod 
on the shorted end of the antenna, about 6 
to 8 inches beneath the soil, following the 
antenna pattern, This will give you a better 
chance to achieve an SWR nearer 1:1 


Of course the antenna tuner can cure all 
your problems, to ae, { am using an anten 
fa similar to this one and have found, that 
close to the ground, provides a somewhat 
quieter antenna, than one of those monsters 
up in the clouds. 


1 hope you get as good a result on yours 
as I did mine. 


My thanks ta NONB Ted Rappaport (Electri 
cal Engineering, Purdue University), for the 
ideas on this system.
